THE CUSTOMS BLOCKADE. 
IGNOMINIOUS COLLAPSE CF THE PROSRCUTION. 


MAGISTRATE WODEHOUSE SEVERELY 
CRITICISED, J 


At the Sapreme Court this afternoon the 
wilt of Aadeas corpus: issued-on Monday 
in behalf. of the three hapless youths for 
whose rendition the Chinese Government bad 
applied on the ground that they committed 
assaults upon Paul: Brossman, master of a 
Chloese revenue cruiser, and three Customs’ 
gigmen on the oth ultimo with Intent to do them 
rlevous bodily harm, was returned before the 
Fu Court, consisting of Acting Chief J sétlce E 
{; Ackroyd and Palme Judge A. G, Wise. Mr, 
f. Robinson, Instructed by Mr. H. L, Dennys, 
appeared for the prisoners, 

Captain Lethbridge returned the three writs of 
habeas corpus, and stated he produced the three 
Chinese named therein, . 

There wasno one fn Court to ‘support the 
committal. i ; 

Tsmalt Abdoolab said he served the notices 
produced upon Mr, H. E. Wodehouse, coms 
mitting maglatrate, Mr. Creasy Ewens, the 
Counsel for ‘the .Chinese Government, ard 
Inspector George Kemp, the police officer who 
had charge of the case In the Police Court. - 

Mr. Rob!nson sald be applied for the dischar, 
of the prisoners on the ground, inéer alfa, 
that no evidence ‘had been adduced to justify

VOLUMES.”

MR, FRANCIS ON THE CHINA-JAPAM. WAR. 


A meeting of the "Odd Volamea” was held this 
aftemoon at the Society's room, Bank Bulldtogs, 
to hear Mr. Jno. J. Francis, Q.C., read a paper on 
“The China and Japin queatlin and England's 
position in regard thereto.” -Theret was s large 
attendance cf members and’ visitors, Including 
several ladies. Colonel Mulloy, R.E., who 
occupled [the chal, tntroduced the learned Q,C., 
and In a few well chosen words explained the alm 
of the lecture. 


Mr. Francis satd—Ladles and gentlemen, when 
T expressed to your Secretary, Mr. Hancock, my. 
readiness and willingness to prepare and read to 
you a paper on the subject joat announced, I am 
afraid I overrated my own powers and calculated 
too much on your patience and good natare. I 
certalaly did talscalcolate the amount of time I 
should have at my disposal for the task, for, ever 
since the unlucky day on which I committed my- 
self, Ihave been more busily engaged in the work 
of my profession than I have been, I think, for 
years before. Ihave spect nearly every day in 
the Supreme Court, and that means many hours’ 
labour out of Court and ont of office hours In 
preparation for the work In Coort and [n disposing 
ofthe ordinaty business of a berrister’s chambers. 
Tho result fs simply that my paper has been very 
hastily prepared, and that {I am not hissed ont 
ofthe room atits conclusion 1 shall owe it to 
your very great kindness and courtesy, I am 
afraid, too, that the title glvyen to my lecture, or 
address, is misleading and promises more than | 
shall be able to perform. My Idea, however, 
{naccarately expressed, was to give you a short 
summary of the events of the war so far, a 
brief résumé of the different opinions that- 
have been expressed In Europe and in the 
East, on the war and its incidents, on the 
causes that Ied to it, and on ite consequences, 
posilble and probable, to China, to Japan, 
and to English interests {nthe East, In attempt- 
ing this task I do not Propose: to offer you any 
oplolons of my own ; I am‘ hardly entitled to 
have optotons of my own on the question, Each 
one of you are an fally competent as I am to 
form sound opintons on all these mitters, Jam 
simply endeavouring to gather up and put before 
you clearly and In a connected form the 
materials oo which all sound opinion must be 
based, and, so far as I have been able to collect 
them, the views and opinions that bave cen 
formed and expressed by abier men here and 
elsewhere. The history of the was may be very 
briefly told, Itmay have sald to have com- 
menced with the murder In Shanghai [n March 
last, by order of the Korean Government and 
apparently with the connivance of China, of the 
Korean exile Kim Oktun, The surrender of the 
murderer to Korea, his arrival there and the 
horrors beslowed on him by the King of 
Korea as the reward of bis crime, would appear 
to have been followed very speedily by the out- 
break In Seon! of Patece feuds and by the 
rebellion of the Tonghake in Southern Korea 
against a Government, which would appear to 
be, by anfversal consent, one of the weakest and 
most corrupt, If not the very worst, in the world. 
Both Curzon and Cavendish, the two latest

For what motive? With what justification ? 
The professed object of the war was the protection , 
and reformation of the people and government of 
Korea, than whom, as I have said before, 
there sppears, by almost universal consent, to 
have been no people more miserable or more 
badly governed. Korea js on the western 
slde of the Japan sea, aboutioo miles and no 
more, from the shores of Japan, rich In micerals, 
fertile, capable of becoming In competent hands 
& prosperous country, wilh which Japancse 
trade might grow and flourish exceedingly. 
In the hands of the Japanese or ofa friendly 
Power an fovaluable protection against a 
foreign foe, making the Japanese sea {nto 
a jnpaneee fake. In the hands of an enemy, 
or of m power too weak to defend itsell, a source 
of grave danger. Japan had many subjects 
trading to. Korea and. resident there, and the 
preater part.of such trade as there was. There 

ex people werein danger, that trade suffered fram 
Korean mlamanagement, and {t was clearly the 
interest of Japan to secure, apart from all other 
<motlves a reform in the Government, securlly 
and fredom of growth for trade. England and 
Rupsia havo often interfered In other countries 
and protected or annexed them on similar 
grounds, This may have been the motive’ and 
the sole motive, but it Is doubtful. The Pal/ 
Matt Gaaette pat it, in July last, that nelther 
China nor Japan cared a pin for Korea or the 
Koreans, e@ London Standard charged the 
Japanese with going to war with no justification 
whatever, that her excuses were valueless and 
she was Influenced by ambitlon pure and 
simple.”

will have tt, but under thelr jolnt protectlon, or 
as the result of thelr mutual jealousies, it will be 
left trea to develop Into something better than 
ithas ever been. It cannot possibly be worse 
than ft now is. The Koreans hate the 
Japanete with a deadly hatred, it is true, 
but a fifm but jost government. may 
reconcile them even to the Jap. Japan is 
clvilized, morally and intellectually clvtlized. 
Ching has only acquired some exterior 
civillsation an yet, and It scems difficult to say 
when or {n what way she can be brought to 
sce the error of her ways. She js atlll in many 
things barbarian, As Sir Edwin Aroold 
pointed out when wilting on the subject of the 
war, even although Japan deliberately planned 
and forced on this war, all our sympathics 
and good wishes must be with her, Japanese 
culture fs and always has been of a higher and 
better order than the best of the Chinese, and 
she has carried into the war and to the 
preparation for it that attention to and perfection 
of detail that distinguishes all ber arts and ali 
her Ife. Japan will not only reform and bless 
the Koreans and thelr Government, bat the 
result of the war must be to force on China, 
however reluctantly, great changes and vast 
Improvements, Since the Kowshing was sank, 
and since the Japanese declaration of war, 
there has bees much fighting. The accounts 
we have secelved are very meagre.” They 
come to us very late, and only after we have 
been wearled out with all sorts of false reports 
asto movements of troops, aklrmishes, pitched 
battles, sleges and naval engagements, Fvery 
day'‘almost brings fresh rumours and only one 
in ‘tem turns out to be true or like the travh, 
But when {n August last wo became assured 
that war bad really broken out and we 
becan “to speculate on the result to the 
contending parties, na one anticipated so 
complete and soch speedy victory for the 
Japanese, or that the power of China would s0 
speedily collapse, Lord Wolseley had induced 
us to belleve that China was powerlal frem a 
military point of view and had an army. Admiral 
Lang insisted upon vit strongly that the Chinese 
navy wae of excellent quality and a powerful 
weapon for offense or defense, We all beileved 
more or lest in the sufficiency of the Chinese 
empise, certainly for defense. First camo the 
battles south of Seoul where victory and defeat 
seemed equally balanced. The Chinese, haw- 
ever, were forced to quit that part ‘of the country 
and rejoin their army to the north, and after an 
(Interval came almost together the news of the 


battle of Ping-yang and of the naval enpage-' 


ment off the mouth of the Yala. In «both the 
Chinesesuffered severedcfeats, Ping-yang cleared 
them out cf Korea entirely. The battle of 
the Yala gave the Japanese complete command 
of the sea. Since then they have moved about 
with perfect freedom Inside and outaide of the 
Gulfol Pechili, Early in November the passage 
ofthe Yalu was forced by the Japanese First Army 
Corps the whole country being cleared of Chinese 
troops, north, south and weat nearly toMoukden, 
‘Tallenwan and Port.Arthur have been captared 
and China fs: suing or ab-ut to sue for peace 
in due form. Will peace he now made, or fs 
China, as often before, only seeking to gain time 
to procrastinate. to oppose the wis tnertice 
of her vast bulk to ber smaller bat more sgile 
foc, As was sald in-the 7émes of the toh 
of October last, “Ching may be beaten but 


cannot by reason of her bulk and lack of/ 


organizition recelve any vital injary,” If Japan 
is wlse she can keep moving onward even 
while she negotiates, Tere must be no arm's- 
tIce, If peace io made now, on whatever terms, 
and with what reeuitsasto other powers, Japan 
must insist upon Korea's Independence and the 
power. of protection and guardianship.
